In opening a new book of poetry the critic
8 very apt to be impressed more strongly by
the [defects than by the merits, unless, in-
deed, the merits are of a very pronouced
pharaoter. Tt is, perhaps, just as well that
this is so, even at the risk of some injustics
20 the writers, A large number of persons
sadly mistake poetioal appreciation for pocti-
val inspiration, and the annual issne of little
thin volumes of thin verses by misgnided
aspirants for poetical honors is anything but

to lovers of the divine art. The
ill effect of so many weak performances in
worse is felt most saveraly by writers of real
merit, who have to conquer a prejudice that
onght not to exist. A new book of poetry is
pow an object of suspicion, and a higher
ptandard of excellence is demanded than is
gtrictly just. We make these remarks because
the volume before us, without indicating any
* dlecided genins on the part of the author, is
evenly good from beginning to end when
tested by a not too exalted standard, and
most of the pooms are distingnished by daeli-
cacy and fine feeling, The influence of Ten-
nyson, Longfellow, and other poetical writers
of the day is plainly apparent, and through-
out the book there are frequent but appn-
renfly nnoonscions imitations., We do not
gay this in the way of disparagement, as it is
soarcely possible for a writer of verses, unless
endowed with very decided genins, to escape
from the influence of the most popular works
of contemporary posotical literature. Many
of the poems in this modestly entitled
““Wreath of Rbymes" are of a religious char-
ficter, and they are nearly all pervaded by a
tone of sadness that many readers will not
find disagreeable. Without being distin-
guished by any very marked characteristics,
these verses are much anbove the average,
and there is o large class of readers who will
be better pleased with them than with more
ambitions perfermances,

A holiday edition of Keble's “Christian
Year" is a very elegant and tasteful reprint
of a series of poems that have a well.-deserved
popularity. Keble was a High Churchman,
and the theology of his poetry makes it more
noceptable to striet Episcopaliaus than to
most other readers. True Christianity, as
well as true poetry, however, is superior to
denominations and sects, and **The Christian
Year" is a work that is steadily winning its
way on ils own morits to the regards of a
multitude of readers who differ widely from
the author on many points of doctrine and
discipline. - Bome of Keble's poems are un-
purpassed for delicncy, grace, and religious
fervor, and the whole work is one that well
deserves to be reccived into every household,
no matter what the religions opinions of the
readers may be.

works of his time.

~—The Jesuit Bernardino Stefynio, was ono
of the most distinguished of the dramatio
writers of the Society of Jesus, He wrofe a
comedy in Maearonio Latin, ealled ‘‘Macoa-
ronis Bforza,” but he ordefed it (when he was
dying) to be burnt, as being of too gaya
oharacter to survive him, It did, however,
survive, and is about to be published nnder
the cditorship of M. Edelesland du Merel.

—The Athenwim says:—Marie de France
gnys in her “Lays” that King Alfred had
translated the Fables of Msop, and she had
done so too. Dr. Mall, who is over here
copying our Musecum MSS, of the “Lays,”
the hest known, i8 very anxious to find this
translation of Alfred's, We sincerely hope
he may, but nothing of the kind is known to
Anglo-Saxon scholars of this generation, or of
any prior one of which we have records, In-
deed, we believe that no earlier English trans-
lation of Msop than that published by Cax-
ton exists, which 1s somewhat odd, consider-
ing the fame that the book must have had in
the middle ages,

—DPurns seems to be as popular in Germany
a8 in America. Freiligrath delicionsly ren-
dered some of the Beottish poet's lyries in the
odition of Freiligrath's Pocms published in
1852, Now, however, Mr. Adolf Laun has
published, throngh the house of Oppenheim,
of Berlin, the whole of Durns' songs and
ballads in German, They are, for the mosi
part, exquisitely rendered. Text and tune
are singularly well kept together. 1t would
be hard to say whether Freiligeath or Lann be
the more happily aceurate; but the former’s
version of the wooing of the andacious Find-
lay eannot be excelled. As a literary curiosity,
moreover, this little book is to be com-
mended; its uses to students of German will
be found of the ntmost value if they compare
each translated piece with the original,

—My. E. W, Ashbhee has now produced
seven of his careful fac simile reprints of
rare tracls of the middle period, including
“‘The Assyse of Breade,” 1510; ““The Prophe-
sie of Mother Bhipton;” **The Wyse Chylde
of thre yere olde;” ““The Actors’ Ilemon-
strance,” 1643; “The Btage-Player's Com-
plaint,” 1041; Archy's “Dream,” 1611; and
“‘Bartholomew Faire,” 1611. He proposes
to issue next two works of John Taylor, the
Water Poet—his “‘Wandering to see the
Wonders of the West," 1640, and “‘Oarriers’
Cosmographie,” 1637; “The Ordinance for
the utter abolishing of all Stage Plays,” 1047;
Edw. Webbe's Travels, 1500; *““The Dabate
between Somer and Wynter:” *“The Moerry
conceited Humors of Bottem the Weaver, "
and the first printed English book that con-
tains any notice of America, “‘Of the newe
landes and of yo people founde by the Mes.
sengers of the Kynge of Portyugal named
Emanuel,” about 1521 A, D.

—Dr. F. H. Stratmann, of Kelfeld, who is
well known by his excellent “*Dictionary of
Old English,"” 1200—1500 A, D., his contri-
butions to an Lnglish dictionary, ete., has
kn-udnced the first part of his edition of ‘The
Vorks of Shakespeare,” edited according to
the first printed copies, with the varions read-
inge and critieal notes. Dr. Stratmenn says:
— It is strange that among so many editions
of Shakespeare there ia not one that gives
their original form, Every editor thinks him-
self entitled to alter the text according to his
time and fancy. A genuine Shakespears,
therefore, is a want which by the presont
edition I shall endeavor to supply.” There is

clearly room for such an edition, as but few
iaadnwa af

quartos; and Dr. Btratmifh% WAL, of the
old English enables him to support many a
reading and spelling that the modern editors
have hitherto altered. Moreover, the Doctor
keeps honestly to old spelling.  For instance,
in his first part, which consists of Hamlet, he
prints ‘“‘pecbles,” act v, secene 1, L. 2, 8, for
“‘pebbles,” “‘which the modern editors of
course adopt;” and in line 179 has “‘chop-
falne,” instead of which *-all the editors arbi-
trarily print chap-fallen.” The *“‘modern edi-
tor” nuisance is snppressed in this text,

—The Afhenaum says:—Autograph letters
—even those of eminent pergons—do not
seem to be very highly valued in France. On
locking over the list of a collection for sale
by a regular dealer, we find one of Berangor's
letters offered for five francs. A note by
Napoleon's private secretary, De Bourrienne,
is set down at half that price. A letter writ-
ten by the famous General Cambronne, in
1822, contains this passage:—*When, for
three-fourths of the time, during twenty-five
campaigns, one has only had the sky for n
roof, the inclemency of such cirenmstance
has ruch contributed, with my wounds, to
deprive me of the vigor necessary for a sol-
dier,” 'This request for leave to retire is
valned at 4 franes, For 3} francs may be
bought a letter from Chateanbriand, One
from the **terrible Davoust, " in which he says,
“It is the finest reward for a Frenchman
to be noticed by our beloved and great mon-
arch,” is valued at 10 francs, at which sum a
note of La Harpe's is also priced. Half the
s is asked for the sutograph of Flovian,
and one of Guizot's is offered as low as two
francs; for twice which sum youn may possess
a bit of the handwriting of Kant; and for 4
francs way have & note written by Meyerbesr.
The highest price set on the first Napoleon's
handwriting 15 only G francs, less by two than
the charge for the antograph of the Due
d'Orleans, who was so long our prisoner after
Agincourt. A dozen franes suffice for the
putograph of Marie Antoinette, Lonis the
Sixteenth's is ready fo go at 2 franes, and
Lounis FPhilippe's at 1§ franc. The earliest
known autograph letterof Thiers (1822, “Rue
et Hotel Montesquien”) is valued at 6 francs,
The highest sum in the collection is 2% francs,
for a letter from Washington, giving a
drunken valet a week's notice to quit his
service.

The buanguet pre-
pared was partaken of with the accustomed
rolish observed wupon all occasions of the
kind at McGinley's, and the happy, droll say-
ings of Mr, Clemens and others served to
rolong it an estonishing length of time,
V'hose present will long remember that even.
ing, und et it down as one of the most plea-
sant they have evmmnuu-i. .

During the evening Mr, Olemens, in his
quuint, quiet way, related some of the inci-
dents of his lecturing life, and also tald of Lis

first offort in that direction. ¥e said:—I had
been told not to undertake to lesture by
almost every one I talked with on the subject,
Some of my most intimate friends said to me
thot I would make a bigger fool of myself
than I really was., Take and sell the article
yon have written, It is good enough for a
magazine, but yon ocan't read it acoeptably
before an audience.
